In loyal response to the general call 
of African Methodism throughout the 
world today, we are bronght face to 
face with the great educational move- 
mount of mankind, as denoted by the 
term, "Children's Endowment Day” 
of the African Metbodist Episcopal 
Charech. 

In obeyance to the command of onr 
Chief Commizssioner and Secretary of 
Education, I bave the honor of an- 
nouncing the following theme: **Chris- 
tian Education and Its Inflnence,” 
which has been the universal subject 
of 20,000 loyal preachers this day 
throughout the length and breadth of 
*the grand old Church.” Text: 
*Wizdom is « defense, and money is 
as defense; bnt the excellency of 
knowledge is that wisdom giveth life 
to them that bave it.” Ecoles. vii, 12. 
*Apply thine heart unto instruction, 
and thine ear to the words of knowl- 
edge.” Prov. xxiii, 12. 

One writer has given us a significant 
translation or rendering of our text: 
**Fiety is a sbield; gold is « sbield; 
bat the exceeding greatness of the 
knowledge 'of trne religion giveth 
life in the highest xense both here 


majesty”'—the very wife of the devil, 
who has bronght up for him vile ebil- 
dren—snperstition, polygamy, intem- 
perance, slavery, cruelty, buudooism, 
parrohiam and all the vices of the vil- 
eat men that form the powerful retinne 
of the legions of «in. Snperstitions 
Africa and India are nnder the reign 
of ignorance. Rum-drinking Africa is 
under the reign of ignorance.” In all 
times and climes of ig.orance man is 
but « dumb-nsed and dumb-driven 
cattie. Shame on ignorance, that the 
virtue which Eve brought out of the 
garden with her sbonld be mocked 
and desecrated and esteemed only for 
lechery and lecchery, and *he driven 
hither and thither by her bestial lord. 
The whole head of hamanity sick, the 
heart faint and the whole body politic 
covered with braises and pntrefying 
sores! The legitimate fruits of igaor- 
ance! But knowledge enlightens time 
and makes us fit «nbjects for eternity.

**Apply thine heart unto instruction, 
and thine ear to the words of know!- 
edge.” Prov. xxiii, 12. 

One writer has given us « *ignificant 
translation or rendering of our text: 
**Fiety is a-shield; gold is « shield; 
but the exceeding greatness of the 
knowledge 'of trne religion giveth 
life in the _hlighest- £ense - both here 
and hereafter.” *Plongh thine heart 
up through it and lend « listening ear 
to the words of truth.” 

I, KNOWLEDGE BUNLDS 4 NATION AND 16 
ITS HISTORY OF PROQRESS. 


In the building of « nation, Solo- 
mon, the generally accredited **preach- 
er” of my text, feels snre that mere 
piety is but a «hield in adrersity; that 
mere money is but a shield in pros- 
perity, ont at the same time emphasizes 
the fact that the excellency of trath 
alone giveth life of sapremest wisdom 
and beanty. 

(s) To unlock the doors of. knowl- 
edge and enrich the mind with the 
precious gems of wisdon is” today the 
most pervsistent endeavor of civilized 
s0ciety. Ever since this utterance of 
Solomon was made, down to the pres- 
ent age, the all conquering cry of 
Chrstian  ctvitication has been: 
**Appiy thine heart unto instrnetion 
and thine cars to the words of knowl- 
edge; for who can measure the 
dopth of "the riches, both of the wis- 
dom aud knowledge of God?” How 
unsearchable!—Rom. xi, 33, 

Untiring research and persistent 
atudionsness have formulated the his- 
tory of human thonght into sciences of 
abzolnte mathematical certainty. The 
atady of the human skeleton has pro- 
dneed the science of anatomy; the 
study of the human body has produced 
the science of physiology; the *tndy 
of the human mind has prodnced the 
science of psychology; the study of 
the haman goul has produced the sci- 
ence of metaphysics; the study of the 
author of man has produced the sci- 
ence of theology; the study of the 
temporal 'sphere of man has pro- 
duced the science, of astronomy; 
the astndy of the all-sciences 
has produced the eminent logos of 
philosopby: hence, the history of 
man, the development of science;” the 
recognition of philosophy unite to 
form that continent of progress” 
upon which Instruction -bnilds her 
temples and knowledge increase. 

(b) The elaborators of Greek thought 
before the Christian erg constituted a 
wonderful leadership: we find Socrates 
dealing with the practical life of man, 
bat-lacking in the eminent essentials 
of truth; Plato unfolding an ideal 
theory of existence in which the goo 
appears the centre and source of all, 
brtfaiknmattety 1Trits attempt to find 
a sabstitnde for Jehovah; and Aristotle 
*abdividing the enchauting field of 
enquiry into the practical and spcctla- 
tive, yet failing in his grasp after 
*things eternal” As divergent as 
were all these theories, imaginations 
and dogmas of these triple philoso 
phers, nothing is more certain histor- 
really, effectnally and philozophically 
than that all three contributed in a 
most remarkable degree to the alvance 
of thoaght and the triumph of knowl- 
edgs. 

(e). Four great peoples —the Egyp 
ties, the Greeks, the Romans and 
the Israclites—were masters of the 
four great factors of civilization, 1. 6., 
mathematical science, ethical science, 
legal science and theological 8cience. 
To obtain one, we stndy at the feet of 
Egyptian geometricians; for another 
wo study at the feet of Greek philoso- 

hers; for another we *tudy at_ the 

"feet of Roman jurists; for another we 
study at the feet of Tsraelitic prophets. 
The handicraft of Egypt, the polish of 
Greece, the jurisprudence of Rome and 
the rightcousness of Ixrael have 
nearcely been surpassed; and 1t 1s the 
glory of our age—of the nineteenth 
century—that she offers full opportu- 
Cities to ns to snrround ourselves with 
the grandest and noblest educational 
and Christian influences. 

(d). Let us reason together: That 
the Christian sbonld become well-in- 
structed, wise and intelligent 1s in 
accord with the plainest declarations 
and requirements of Christian science; 
for why shonld the chillren of the 
Omuicient Father grope in darkness? 
Why sbould the s0ns andUanghters of 
Divine Truth remain in ignorance the 
dumbdriven vslaves of ignorance 
forever? Up ont of the depths 
of lethargy the human mind 
plods her searching ways. Fresb 
knowledge bursts non her in mani- 
fold forms. Under « kind of common

majesty”—the very wife of the devil, 
who bas brought up for him vile ebil- 
dren—snperstition, polygamy, intem- 
perance, vlavery, cruelty, bundooiem, 
parrohiam and all the vices of the vil- 
ent men that form the powerfal retinne 
of the legions of «in. Snperstitions 
Africa and India are nnder the reign 
of ignorance. Rum-drinking Africa is 
under the reign of ignorance. In all 
times and climes of igL.orance man is 
but « dumb-used and dumb-driven 
cattle. Shame on ignorance, that the 
virtne which Eve brought ont of the 
garden with her shonld be mocked 
and dececrated and evteemed only for 
lechery and leectery, and «he driven 
hither and thither by her bestial lord. 
The whole head of hamanity sick, the 
heart faint and the whole body politic 
covered with bruises and putrefying 
sores! The legitimate fruits of ignor- 
ance! But knowledge enlightens time 
and makes ns fit «nbjects for eternity. 

(a) O the excellency of knowlelge! 
It is the transforming influence of the 
world, It establishes noble character. 
It elevates hnman dignity, It en- 
larges race genins and in its broadest 
culture wields the nine scepters of the 
nine mnses v hich are the mistreases 
of human society and the mothers of 
the sxaints, Knowledge is the basis 
of all Christianity—the sonl-contre of 
all culture.

(1) This was true in the patriarchal 
dispensation: When Jehovah —that 
lofty one that inhabiteth eteruity—d4de- 
sired from Sinai's smoking *mmits 
to appoint a lawyer for his people, He 
by the foresight of His infinite provi- 
dence, *\drew him up ont of tbe water 
and called him Moses.” Pharoal's 
danghter became his **God-mother,” 
and 80 Moses was educated throngh 
her, by the evident appointment of 
God, in all the wisdom of the Egyptian 
schools—the suprome-eolteges of those 
generations, The Word tells ns that 
Moses was both **mighty in words and 
in deeds.” Into his hands wers placed 
the **scepter of rale” and the finstra- 
ment of miracles;” 's that Moxes 
wronght signs in the sight of all the 
people- the people believed and bowed 
their heals and worshipped.” 

(1) Read the matchless phraseolozy 
of each, of the Ten Commandments; 
stuily the divine jurispradence of the 
gorernmeutal «ystem he inangarated, 
which were delivered to Moses with 
8nch wonderfnl ani magnificent dis- 
plays of the power and glory of God, 
Like & general of superior military 
training, Moses commanded in battle 
the armies of God's people, and was of 
s$uch snperior knowledge, and of snch 
proſonnd learning that he fille] with 
consummate skill the office of prophet, 
of lawgiver, of general, of judge, and 
was au affectionate father for lis 
people. 

(ce) Few poets have -ever excelled 
Moses in the 90th Pzalm: **Lord, thou 
hast been our dwelling place -in- all 
generations.” Moses was verzed in 
science of human- origin. **Before 
the monutains were bronght forth 
or even thon ha'ist formed 
the earth and the world, even from 
everlasting to everlasting; thon art 
God.” Moses fathoms the science of 
geology and delves to its first cause, 
and further on ma this thrilting psa!ter 
shows that he was yerse( in the math- 
ematics of time and the calculations of 
eternity; in the science of fanna and 
the vegetable kingdom; in the doctrines 
of logic, of cause and effect; in the 
principles of longevity aud the tesur- 
rection after death, He holds up 
wisdom as the true source of salvation. 
He holds forth the philosophy of 
prayer and makes its application early 
in life, In behalf of his people he 
pleads rewards for their afflietions, 
glory for their ardnons labors and 
beatitudes for their faithfnlness.

From our unique position, I thinks It is 
obligatory upon Liberians as #ples to the 
«uation in Africa, to report truthfully 
upon the actuar condition wntil the facus 
are brought home to heart of the Americas 
African negro that he is inevitably 4des- 
ined to be the potent factor in the work 
f the redemption of his fatteriand. 

This delightful spot of Liberia-the only 
wot which the m1egro can call his own and 
pride Wimnett of rregro rule, Wis wonder- 
fully preverved to us by Jehovat's provi- 
lence from European possesgion. For Li- 
beria—particularly the gouthern part of it, 
was dizscovered by the Portuguese in 1462, 
thirty years before Columbus rhadse his 
fAirst voyage to America, and up to the 
year 182 no European nation had been 
suffered to occupy any portjon of It, as 
they had done at Serra Loone, on the 
gold coast, and at other places on the 
African coart, This, can be attributed to 
the myﬀterious arrangement of an all- 
wize Providence in our behalf.

And we feel «ure that the great Amert- 
can nation's pride would be touched if an 
vitempt should be made iby any of the 
European powers in the undus exercise of 
their might-over-right pollcy bn us in 
vindicating American benevolence and 
philantrophy which has produced In re- 
«ults the independent state of the Repub- 
le of Iiberia, This Is one great question 
that should interest not only negroes In 
all parts of the world but Christian people 
generally who advocate the golden rFuls 

to 400 unto others as you would have 
others to do you."

to force his way through in dealing with

But if we take another view of the ques- 
ton the country Stands today with her 
thriviag populations of aderigines, auch 
as the Kroos, Greboes, Bazzas, Pexzechs, 
Golahs, Veys, and Mandingoes, which this 
re#tricted pollcy has to « great extent 
preeerved from the pernicious and bane- 
ful influence of & direct European trade. 
In the genera! west African trade we no- 
tice that our European friends Have atud- 
ied the manufacturing of the most infe- 
rior articles of trade for the natives and 
to aupply them principally with deadly 
rum and gn.

which the yuse to the great destruction 
Ff themaclves and one another. 

One can hardly picture out the advant- 
age Which is taken of the poor heathen 
in this respect by the unprincipled Euro- 
pean. The heathen are without the ad- 
vrantage of education and the laws of en- 
Ughtened civil government to protect 
themaecelves against the abominable trat- 
nc.

Our statesmen in closing up the coast 
trade with foreigners under the port of 
entry law of 1863-4, clidsed out  gcores of 
rum and gin Shops which constantly 
throng the coast and a great deal of in- 
imical foreign influence which had begun 
to manifest itself powerfully on the minds 
of our native subjects to, emblitter them 
against Liberian rule; conS@uently, these 
rum shops had to find other unrestricted 
openings to pour in their deadly Hquors. 
They might have kept the coast open and 
restricted the Hquor traffic by the Impo- 
s!tlon of a high tariff, but then with our 
Iimited power of coaxst protection there 
would have been no end to «nugglng, as 
in many cases which are now going on by 
the ao-called royal mail stcamers of En- 
gland. Space wilt not allow me to rake 
a comparison of our promieing tribes 
with those of other West African coun - 
Tries who have had full play in the 1t- 
quor trade to the utter demoralization of 
whole towns and villages Liquors which 
has been supplied to them by European 
traders in European colonies tn exchange 
for ther precious wealth-gold dust 
Ivory, rubber, palm ol, kernels. etc. $uf- 
ficient to-may that the effect of this trade 
is $0 alarming that the attention of the 
powers of the earth is called to action on 
it. Since the first African conference was 
held in Berlin in the year 184 and the 
hKallan delegate suggested the regulation 
by the powers of the foreign trade in fire- 
arms and liquors with the natives. the 
zeal for the prezervation of the West 
African tribes from the pernicious trade 
has been burning «lowly, until we hope 
It will Soon catch fire in the hearts of 
Christian peopte universally and a prop- 
er reswiction or total prohibition take 
place for the moral and espiritual im- 
provement of -theze unfortunate people. 
It is evident, therefore, that the policy 
we purvZued under the circumstances was 
opportune then if not now, and worthy 
of example.
